5 MINUTES OF FOOTBALL. 


——_—$____ 


Occasionally you see a iplnyer 
fail to score when it scems easier 
to put the ball into the net than 
outside. It sometimes happens 
that a man kicks the ball over the 
bar when standing almost under- 
neath it and it is amazing that 
he should blunder so grievously. 

But most of these mistakes may 
be explained. In the case I have 
mentioned it is probable that the 
player kicks a fraction of a sec- 
ond late, That is to say instead 
of meeting the ball on the half 
volley it has come off the ground 
an inch or so and in he circum- 
stances his foot gocs right under 
it. Hence the quick rise. 

‘It is possible, too, that the play- 
er at the moment of shooting was 
not proporly balanced. If ‘kick- 
ing with his right foot, his welght 
was too far back on the left. In 
shooting the welght ought always 
to be well forward. Thnt ts the 
way to keop the ball down. The 
player, as it were, should be over 
the ball as he kicks. If there is 


back It is almost certain that the 
ball avill rise. 


In shooting with n dropping 
ball on the half volley the player 
ought to Jearn to open out his 
instep by pointing the toe of the 
boot to the ground. This also 
ielps to make for a low Tight.

Tho swbjoct was Introduced by 
Rov. G. K. Carpenter, who pre- 
- faced his talk by comparing tho 
Eastern and Western viowpolnts. 
Ho anld that foar essontial to tho 
prosorvation of the human race, 
was strongest In the primitive, 
but IHko tho dovolopmont .of the 
ehild’s ronsoning a8 it. grew into 
manhood, it:tontied to lesson with 


his progress from’ darkness into 
Nght. 

The potential capacity for fear 
differed with each porson and in 
the: more extreme cases It took the 
form of an obsession, over-anxlety 
and misapprehonsion, The speaker 
dealt with ro-actions both in the 
child and in the known cases con- 
corning adults, ant also spoke of 
thnt compHcation commonly des- 
erthbed af a “foar of fear” which 
ho sald wis more of a moral ap- 
prehension than dread of physical 
injury.
